MAGNITUDE OF LIBYAN INTERVENTION IN CHAD QUESTIONED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 23-24 Now 80 p 26 


[Text] There is growing disagreement over the matter of the presence of Libyan 
troops in the capital of Chad, where confrontation is continuing between the par- 
tisans of Hissene Habre, leader of the Armed Forces of the North (FAN) and those 
of Goukount Oueddei, president of the Provisional National Union Government 
(GUNT), the chief of state and leader of the Popular Armed Forces (FAP), who 

are now fighting in close collaboration withthe Chadian Armed Forces (FAT) of 

Lt Col Kamougue, the vice president of the GUNT. 


On the FAP side, they denied, on Friday, 21 November, that there was any direct 
involvement of the Libyan Army even though in the FAN camp they continue to 
assert that they "possess incontrovertible proof of Libyan presence alongside 
the FAP." 


For their part several western journalists who, from the Cameroonian city of 
Kousseri, were able to go to Ndjamena, said on Friday that they could in no 
way confirm the presence of Libyan troops despite information recently reported 
by the Pentagon (LE MONDE, 21 November), noting the presence of from 3,000 to 
4,000 Libyan soldiers in Chad. These journalists, it is true, were not per- 
mitted by the FAP to go to the combat zone. On the other hand, they were able 
to observe attacks, now daily, by a Tupolev 22 bomber of Soviet manufacture 
apparent ly belonging to the Libyan Air Force and the presence, in Chadian air 
space, of a Libyan helicopter of the Chinook class, of American manufacture. 


On passing through Paris, Thiam Tidjani, spokesman for the GUNT, stated that 
his government "called upon Libya for help in putting down the rebellion" and 
denied that the leaders in Tripoli wanted "to destabilize the countries of the 
western Sahara region.” Tidjani added, "If a country other than Libya inter- 
vened in Chad some governments would net have reacted unfavorably." 


At the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, where we are reminded of the recent remarks 
by Jean Francois-Poncet, that France “is following with close attention" the 
developments in the Chadian situation, they assert that they are not in a posi- 
tion to confirm the presence, at the gates of Ndjamena, of an expeditionary 
force as large as that noted by the Pentagon. Moreover, French experts in 
African matters are showing skepticism with respect to Libyan capability of 
sending an expeditionary force representing nearly a tenth of the strength of 
of the regular army--to a distance so far removed from its rear--at a time when 
large concentrations of Libyan troops are also noted at the Tunisian and 
Egyptian frontiers.

ISLAM, STABILITY IN WEST AFRICA DISCUSSED

[Text] In this article Jean-Paul Charnay, director of the 
Center for study and research on strategies and conflicts at 
Paris IV Sorbonne, evokes for us the realities of an African 
Islam which has its own characteristics, particularly as a 
result of the existence of great confraternities such as the 
Tijaniyaand the Qadiriya; and its own sociocultural realities, 
arising in part from French and British colonization. This 
Islam, however, cannot remain isolated from the Moslem world. 
One can quite properly wonder what destabilizations will 
confront this continent, likely rather soon to become the 
theater of very harsh conflicts. 


Various recent developments, John Paul II's trip to Africa, and declarations by 
Giscard d'Estaing on the three-sided developments in the Gulf, attracted attention 
to the cultural and religious factors in Black Africa's international relations. 
Without commenting on the above-mentioned developments, one can note certain 
elements of political equilibrium and of political destabilization which are th 
function of a contemporary phenomenon: the expansion of [slam. 


1. Stratigraphy of Trends 


African Islam is conventionally described as basically resembling an ethnic 
brotherhood. Even today most of the social and human fabric of the rural population 
is held together by traditional rural brotherhoods, Tijaniya, Qadiriya, moderate 
Hamallists, inspiring a popular mysticism serving to tranquillize a stable peasantry. 
The special case of Mouridism, for the rural peasantr, of Senegal, can also be 
cited; it is outside traditional Sunnite orthodoxy, but seems to be strengthening 
its financial power, based on peanuts, through modern investments and encourages 

a proselytism extending beyond its place of origin, even, it is said, reaching 
American Blacks. 


It is also usual to see tensions and conflicts between Moslems arising from the 
differences between ethnic groups, where each one wants its own mosque, and between 
brotherhoods. Various trends now weaken this system of alternate opposition and 
coexistence among localized communities, and reveal a new social stratification. 





Islam revival) seems to arise from an ideological union between the merchant class 
carrying out a primitive capital accumulation, a few members of the liberal profes- 
sions, and certain parts of the peasantry seeking a cultural and socioeconomic 
advancement through urban emigration or agricultural improvement. Thus a stratum of 
middle-and-large planters, merchants and truck transport entrepreneurs assumes 
increasing importance. Without having to be systematically examined, their faith 
eludes close scrutiny. They secure their social standing and economic status 
through financing the construction and maintenance of mosques or medersas, either 
directly or through cultural associations. One can thus cite the Senegal Union for 
Moslem Progress, the Ivory Coast Moslem Cultural Center; the recent Abidjan Islamic 
Congregation of members of the Ivory Coast Republic, the Niger Islamic Association, 
the Upper Volta Moslem Community, the Cameroon Islamic Cultural Assoctation, the 
Tanzania Muslim Council, the Supreme Moslem Council of Kenya (SUPKEM). These 
private law associctions (the old law of 1901 in French speaking countries) operating 
in a context of state secularity, have at their head businessmen in the traditional 
style or the “entrepreneur” style, (beyond a certain economic threshold the dis- 
tinction between the two becomes vague); learned religious men sencrally possessing 
a good understanding of the West; and intellectuals with European training: members 
of the liberal professions or teachers. These associations have rather extensive 
structures: they have their executive bureau, committees specialized in religious 
affairs, in national affairs, cultural, youth affairs and in teaching; there are 
also locally established sections. They appear to have little to do with, or only 
have correct relations with, the traditional brotherhoods of Tijaniya, with its 
popular mysticism or the nonextremist Hamalliya. Because of their more modern 
institutionalization, the makeup of their directive bodies, their economic vigor 
and their social welfare activities, they should achieve a level of intellectual 
depth and political action that can earn them the status of privileged interlocutors 
vis a vis their governments, the Arab countries already subsidizing them, and the 
cultural affairs branches of other countries. 


Isolated from other movements, the wahhabite movement is made up of merchants having 
perhaps less economic in*luence but a great tenacity and a great antiwestern 
solidarity. Calling themselves Sunnite, and proclaiming a puritan, even rigid 
Islamic faith, this minority, both ingrown and activist, has broken off from other 
Moslem movements which condemn its intransigence. It seeks to preach in places 
where it is not established, condemning traditional modes of brotherhoods and of 
Ielam, orthodox yet reformist, of cultural associacions. [as written in text] 

The split is real in the Ivory Coast Republic. Ir, Upper Volta, during the conflict 
with Mali in 1974, bleodyv combats occurred at Bobo Dioulasso. Since then this 
movement has been creating its own associations, having them legally recognized by 
the state for both independence and protection. The situation is thus calmer but 
psychologically, mutual hostility continues. The Wahhabites refuse to pray in 
mosques of other movements--very significant conduct and contrary to the claims of 
unity of the Moslem community. 


Also to be noted is the appearance of an in-growing extremism which has developed 
in some villages taken over by a charismatic leader. This phenomenon, quali- 
tatively if not numerically significant, certainly is not new. It is found, in 
fact, at the origin of a certain number of warring empires, when one changes from 
looking inward to a holy war. The Senegalese film maker, Sembene Ousmane, condemns 
it in his 1976 film Ceddo. Between the two wars it arose in a more limited way 

in the evolution of the Hamallah brotherhood, derived from the Tijaniya through 
the influence of a pious and enterprising individual, Shiek Hamallah, whose 
partisans were so restless that the colonial administration exiled them to 

France. The proliferation of these inward-looking groups could result in 
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the destruction of the social fabric, confrontations with other movements or con- 
frontations with governmental or administrative authoricies. That, moreover, is 
what happened in the fall of 1979 at Dollé in north Cameroon at the very time that 
President Senghor in an interview in Afrique-Defe se (No 20, November 79 p 20) 
denounced the activities in Senegal of a "little marabout...who wanted to act like 
Khomeyni." 


In brief the stratigraphy of Moslem trends in West Africa can be synthesized by 
differentiating between a fundamentalist Islam and » popular mysticism. In the 
fundamentalist Islam there is a puritan movement (the walaabiya), an intellectual 
movement (university leve) institutes, Dakar, and in Nigeria, Zaria and Kano), and 
a reformist movement (cultural and cultist associations). In popular mysticism one 
finds an open movement (Tijaniya, Qadiriya, moderate Hamallists), an austere 
movement (Mourides and extremist Hamallists) and an inward-looking mysticism, with 
charismatic leadership and an occasional reaccentuation of fundamentalism, 


2. Progress of Islam of Arabization 


The wealthiest part of the merchant stratum mainly supports cultural associations, 
generally of reformist orientation, accepting the existing government framework and 
the political and economic system. A fringe of this stratum, no doubt less powerful 
commercially, won over to a bedrock wahhabism, remains if not hostile at least very 
much reserved vis a vis governments, and considers itself the bearer of a pan-Islamic 
potential. Both o. these groupings are influential. The internal and international 
balances of Sub-Sahara Africa depend in part on the intensification of one or the 
other of the two groupings, on the passing ~° “enerations and men. Beyond this, 
there are the conversions of certain lea s, ‘h as Al Hadji Omar Bango of Gabon, 
or the Gambian ministers, certain high 1°..1 officials and also the vague move 
toward official and constitutional affir “y of Islam in countries that are 
diversified religiously, as, for example, tue discussion in 1977-78 of the possible 
transformation of Upper Volta into an [slam Republic because it was vexed over 
receiving quite scanty Arab assis‘ance. 


Even in the mass media age mosques and teachers of the Koran remain privileged 
vectors in the spread of Islam carried out by Arabs, brotherhoods. and cultural 
associations. The proselytism of certain countries--Arabia, Kuwait, Libya, 

involves support of students, sending of books, awarding of grants, credits for the 
restoration and the construction of mosques. However, all Islamization presupposes 
an arabization, and one can wonder what the political fallout of this will be. 

Three institutions--cultural centers, islamic scholarships and Franco-Arabic schools 
can have, in the mid-range, powerful effects. 


Arab cultural centers continue to be established: Libyar in Mauritania, Mali, 
Niger, Upper Volta (in addition to those by Algeria, lurkey and Malta); Egyptian, 
in Novakchott. The African Islamic Center in Khartoum has relations with certain 
cultural associations, and efforts of the Cairo Supreme Council for Islamic affairs 
should be noted, as wel! as the Pakistan ahmadiya missions in English-speaking 
countries (Sierra Leone, Nigeria, Ghana), which also seek to establish themselves 
in French-speaking countries. It appears that the Libyan centers are increasing 
their arabization efforts through practical secretarial courses, courses in type- 
writing and home economics, all of which atvract wider participation. 











On the other hand, 4 large Islamic center is needed in Weat Africa or at least in 
French-speaking Africa, since in northern Nigeria there ere che universities of 
Atmadu Bello at Zaria and Abdul Bahi Bayero at Kano. True, an Islamic inetitcute 
wae created in Dakar whose mosque and architecture suggests Moroccan financing. 
This tnetitute tesved a bulletin but currently it offera basic Moslem training more 
than conducting actual research. 


For prayer the people of Dakar prefer familiar religious sites established in their 
neighborhoods. Plans are under discussion for a vast university of Ielamic studies 
eatablished at Say, a little historic town 50 kilometers south of Niamey, financed 
by of] countries, but by February 1979 conetruction work had not yet begun. 
Supported by its great economic strength and diacipline the Mourides brotherhood 

is completing 4 center of religious etudies and has inatalled a vast Koranic Library 
at Touba, 


Upper level Koranic studies are now being propagated through a syatem of “Islamic” 
eacholareships. These scholarships are granted to students going to study theology 
and Moslem law in the Universities of Mecca and Medina, the two holy cities, whose 
prestige seems to grow side-by-side with that of the most illuatrious and ancient 
of Moslem universities, Al Ahzar in Cairo, which perhaps suffers from the policies 
Egypt currently pursues vie a vie Ierael. There are also scholarships in Libya, 
Kuwait, Algeria and Sudan, 


Difficulties in adjustment nevertheless have arisen. Arabized graduates in 
religious and juridical sciences, less sought in the employment market than French- 
and English-speaking etudentse, are forced back to the medersas. These are private, 
thue financed by the community itself, or subsidized by Arab countries which some- 
times asoume responsibility for paying them. These younger men, imbued with the 
literalietic Islamic purity acquired in Mecca and Medina, are especially shocked by 
the traditional thinking and life etyles of the old immams serving the mosques, 

and want to replace them. The differences in education and in outlook causes sharp 
conflict over interests, and between generations. Cultist and cultural associations 
are aware that these conflicts are developing. Fearing religious activiem, they 
argue that these puritan and earnest graduates are too young to assume the 
responsibility of the immam, that is the spiritual authority of the mosque who 
conducts prayers; this ought to be reserved for pious and grave personages who read 
the Koran, tell their beads at home, only going out to pronounce the Khutba (the 
sermon) and lead the great prayer on Fridays. 


In ite December 1978 Lagos Conference the World Association of Young Moslems dealt 
with the problem of openings for studnets of religious sciences and asked UNESCO 
to bring influence to bear on governments to secure the equivalence of their 
degrees with national or western degrees. Political and university circles, even 
Moslem circles, nevertheless have doubts about the practical effectiveness of this 
and fear a religious zeal whose strength is illustrated by Wahhabisem and by Iran. 
The problem is very urgent in numerous countries and at various levels of 
inetruction. 


Goveraments themselves seem hardly anxious to extend Islamic studies. At Dakar 
Arab-centered oriental studies are being developed according to classical scholar- 
ship. At the University of Abidjan the plan for creating courses in Arab history 
and language should ensure neutrality toward all religious influences. 




















At the University of Dav Be Salaam the opening of 4 department of religious studies, 
desired by the Tanzania Muslim Council, is delayed because of lack of apace (7) 

In Nigeria southern Christians condemm the strength of the tiluecrious Moslem 
university of Zaria, Almadu Bello University, but the malaise is equally obvious 

at the primary and secondary levels. In Nigeria, still, the UPN party, whose 
principal leaders, of western origin, not Moslems, declare they wish to harmonize 
without mixing them, in a syetem of “private education” Koranic studies for which 
certain hours would be set aside, and modern studies, provided in echoole for 
western training. In Senegal the soctalisat parcy's national women's movement is 
concerned over the future and the training of talibes, students im Koranic schools, 
who are often poor, in Mauritania French-speaking “negro-Alrican" students fear an 
extension into the secondary school of Koranic imatruccion in Arabic, 


In fact the argument has bee: joined, and envenomed, since colonial times, Mosles 
communities, proud of their Koranic schools had, @uch more than the non-Moslem 
communities, kept away from the achool opened by colonialiete. Practicing 4 system 
of general education in : losest touch with their collectivity, sen-Moslem compuni- 
ties had less resistance to 4 eyetem of apectaiized education which often provided 
them access to faster ao. ial and administrative advancement in the colonial syste, 
and after independence. There were guilty feelings and conflicts, not only among 
Moslem Africane, but aleo among Moslem Indians, about thelr inadequate educational 
system. To overcome cultural handicaps and give their children better opportunities 
in the professional fields, Moslem associations Chemeelves organize bilingualien. 
They “westernize” in part the students trained in che arabo-Moslem culture but 
using several procedures, the most simple being the study of French and English 

in Arabic itself. Another is to send etudente who are finiehing their studies to a 
western university to obtain conversion of their degrees, or to Algerian univer- 
sities where the teaching ie still in French. Recourse is aleo had to bilingual 
education--Tunieians in )jibouti, for example. Thus for several years Moslem 
associations have create! “Franco-Arab schoole''--private, Moslem, primary and 
secondary schools which ceach in Arabic but with certain material taught in French. 


Thus there are strange interlocked cultural and financial triangles. From the 
west, petro-dollars provide producing countries an abundance of funds that their 
sociopolitical and economic structures cannot iomediately abaorb. They profit 
from short-term investments and short-term loane in the weet, or they transfer part 
of these funds to Africa in the form of aid (but a large part of this aid goes 
back to the west for the purchase of tecimology, coneumer goods and arms) and 
finally they devote a part to invigorate Ielemic religious seal, thus arabization. 
Through the weight of history, politics and job requirements, arabization is 

— by study of or even a redeployment toward a western language: French or 

ah. 





Thus a paradox is born: the west finances [slamizarcion _ rough producer countries; 
it hence works for its own retreat; but in a second phase arabization goes hand in 
hand with re-westernization... 


3. Destadilization 


At present the situation well reflects the objective alliances formed, from the 
political point of view, against continental revolution and for stabilization of 
the world economic system, between liberal western regimes and regimes of petroleum 
monarchies; and against materialiem, between the Christian and Moslem religions. 








Im fact most of the AfrorMoslem leaders, often coming from rather weaternised 
reformist circles (intellectuals forming part of the government service, military 
persons, pait of the members of the liberal professions), supported by the merchants 
of the cultural associations and the peasant masses etill enclosed in traditional 
brotherhoods which have never sought a systematic arabisation, need, in order to 
avoid their own destabilization, the “gun-technique” or “Jaguar"=-brought by the 
weet, since their own armed forces, by suspicion, by lack of interest, by ineuffi- 
stent technical training, cannot or will not assimilate the modern arma systems 

and the general atrategies they entail. 


The west~-France--represente a force that from the military point of view te at 
the same time still credible and economically and culturally favorable to certain 
social strata. The problem acquires ite own dynamic to the extent that some recent 
inter-African conflicts tnvolved not only political and ideological, economic and 
ethnic conflicts, but aleo religious conflicts: Biafra, Sudan, Chad, Eritrea. 

It is obvious that these religious conflicts are not unique. But in the white heat 
of conflict their involvement remains poorly underetood. 


The Biafra war (1967-70) with such complex causes had firet brought about pogroms, 
then reciprocal exoduses. The number of Christiana who went back south from the 
north was estimated at one million; this helps homogenize the various regions, hence 
to make direct confrontations rarer. After ite victory, the Nigerian central 
government circumecribed religious influence. It restricted the annual contingent 
of pilgrims and reduced the role of Moslem chieftains of the north, specifically 
the direct or political inheritors of Osman Dan Podio, who through a holy war at the 
beginning of the 19th century built the Sokoto empire--inheritors who had their 
authority strengthened during the British period by the system of /Indirect Rule/ 
{printed in italics] They had already sustained a serious blow in 1966 by the 
assassination of leaders of the NPC (Northern Peoples Congress). The expansion 

of Ielam in the Horn of Africa, Christianized since che Fourth Century, and which 
had remained in part Christian for geographic reasons (difficult entry, stormy 
mountain systems), and for cultural and linguistic reasons, is carried forward in 
an unusual way, sheltered from the great migratory or commercial forces. It was 
carried out, as in the rest of Africa, by merchants coming from nearby Yemen or 
from Arabia, but in a diluted way. It was carried out by dissemination among 
tribes, each one retaining or concealing its own special customs, its local ways 
and different emphases in a rather superficial conversion process. As a result of 
the elaboration of a specific language, the Swahili, mixing Arab and Bantu, , 
Arabization did not follow Islamization. Armed conflicts between Islamized tribes 
and Christian tribes arose often more from a war of conquest of gore fertile 

lands, with a better climate on the high plateaus, than a holy war with proselytizing 
aims. Currently, although Islam constitutes one of the links unifying tribes that 
are quite disparate because of their ethnic characteristics, language and geog- 
raphy, compared to Christian populations, certain Christians fight on the Somalian 
side for nationalist or revolutionary, ethnic and anti-Marxist reasons. 


Por Chad, and for the moment, African leaders from the north of western Africa are 
somewhat hesitant concerning Arab expansion. According to circumstances either 
leaders of Moslem or of Christian origin ask either for the maintenance of French 
forces in Chad, always declared to be temporary and in principal condemned by all, 
or for their immediate departure, as requested by the Kano conference and finally 
put into effect. Mauritania, wholly Moslem, which seeks to withdraw from the 
Sahara conflict, reveals the same alternations. Logically, in order to oppose any 
too marked progressive growth Moslem leaders, therefore, rely on the support of 
those Arab countries whose Islam is resistant, stabilized and whose policy is 
ortented toward the west.

The policy of Colonel Qadhdhafi, who is considered « political chief, and not a 
religious chief, despite hie aid to teaching and conatructing mosques and cultural 
centers, has resulted in the rejection of a too great Arab political domination, 
even exercised through religious channels. Beyond that there are che different 
Libyan attempts: economic aid to Upper Volta, support for the Central African 
Empire and Idi Amin Dada, armed intervention in Chad and Galea, @ possible plan for 
& geopolitical regrouping of the great nomada in a “Federation of Sahel lLelamic 
States." This last project can be seen in the context of the attack on the Mecca 
moeque, and seems to aim at destabilizing the syatem by inetalling on the north and 
south Saharan borders a sone of political renewal in a progressive and Lelamic 
sense which would be fatal to certain modern governments and would hem in the Near 
Raat, ite petroleum and ite agreements with the weet, between two wings, Iranian 
and African. Thus would the descent toward sub-Sahara Africa be strengthened? 

To the north certain attractions would be directed toward the weet's internal 
splinters: Libya's policy toward Malta or Arab questioning concerning Latent 
separatiom in the outer provinces of Latin countries. 


There is much overlapping of motives and one cannot escape the double relationship 
Africans/West and Moslema/Arab countries. Yor Christians relations with the Weat 
remain vital, at least for the mid-range. Despite their great vexation over it, 
shown, for example, by the African bishops’ condemnation of certain methods of 
conversion, Nigerian Christians’ condemnation of the pugnacity of the University 
Ahmada Bello of Zaria, and the long range worries of certain political leaders, 
Christians cannot openly oppose Islam's growth without che risk of turning Moslems 
against the weet. Thue the trip of John Paul II comes perhaps ae 4 stabilizing 
counter-offensive. 


The most important fact, just the reverse of the situation in the colonial period, 
is that Moslems no longer feel inferior to Christians. However, in a less essential 
way for Christiane, but etill in a powerful way, the majority of the Moslems yet 
turn toward the weet. More exactly, they feel the need to redress an imbalance by 
relying on the weet for support and must take advantage of their cultural and 
economic establishments. 


4. Religions Condemned to Remain Objectively United’ 


In che short term [slamization does not call into question relations with the west, 
so long a6 4 progressive pressure exists and so long as communism appears the most 
opposed to ethical and religious values, to the ‘nterests of the strata--or clans— 
in power and to the interests of the west which sustains them. This major con- 
trediction remaining, religions are condemned tc cemain objectively united in their 
struggle against Marxiem. What they, Islam in juded, fear is, henceforth, less 
the interference into their theology and the «acienc cosmogonies inspiring a 
canonically impure but viable syncretiem, than a dire. c« sto) from cosmogonies to 
materialist ideologies. What the merchant and bureaucratized strata who are in 
power fear is the change to a non-capitalist way of development. According to 
traditional Marxian analysis one could believe that the expansion of Islam would 
strengthen inter-African and Afro-western contradictions. In actual fact, 
peradoxically, it is rather the weakening of communist pressure, a greater 
antagonism among the religions, that could bring about a certain destabilization 
of the systen. 

















Such a destabilization would take place aleo if qualitative or quantitative changes 
took place in the methods and movements of Ielamization, if the wahhabite movement, 
lesser werchante, austere artisans, young immams, bearers of Lelamic purity and 
professionally disadvantaged in relation to the westernized ones, got the majority. 
It would accentuate a literaliem borne of recent conversions, of a more rigorous 
theological training out of Saudi Arabia, Libya or the Iranian Islamic Revolution. 
Then the confrontations among Moslems, aggravated by the conflicts of clans, of 
circles and of generations, could react on contemporary political, economic and 
etrategic ties, and offer diminished resistance to Arab political influence--if the 
latter did not tear iteelf apart--in brief, bring about a geopolitical upheaval.

[Text] The delegation of the MPLA-Labor Party left Brazzaville

The Angolan delegation which was led by comrade Lucio Lara, 
member of the Political Bureau in charge of organizations, 
held talks, it is known, with the Congolese side which was 
headed by comrade Pierre Nze, member of the Political Bureau 
responsible for foreign affairs, minister of foreign affairs 
and cooperation. 


The final communique published at the conclusion of this visit 
states: 


The two delegations noted with satisfaction that relations between the two 
parties are continually advancing and becoming stronger on the basis of their 
firm attachment to the ideals and principles of peace, militant solidarity, and 
proletarian internationalism. 


The two delegations, still maintaining the revolutionary commitment of the 
immortal Marien Ngouabi and Antonio Agostinho Neto, reaffirmed their resolute 
determination to dynamize still further their inter-party cooperation and to 
develop contacts between their respective mass organizations with a view toward 
better harmonizing their activities of mutual interest. 


Also, the two delegation agreed to search actively for ways and means of estab- 
lishing continuous and harmonious development between the Peoples Republic of 


the Congo and the Peoples Republic of Angola through guiding it resolutely with 
a view toward complementarity. 


Examining in-dept the questions relating to defense and to the security of the 
Congolese and Angolan revolutions, the two delegations committed themselves to 
continue their cooperation in this field for the strengthening of defense and 
the security of common borders. 








After having proceeded to a broad exchange of views on the experiences of the 
Congolese Labor Party and the MPLA-Labor Party, the two delegations reaffirmed 
their unanimous determination to work toward meaningful harmonization of their 
positions on all probleme relating to the total liberation of the continent, 
the consolidation of African unity and the strengthening of ties of friendship, 
solidarity, and cooperation among the progressive countries for the betterment 
of the world. 


The delegation of the MPLA~-Labor Party was particularly pleased with the progress 
achieved by the Congolese Labor Party (PCT) in asserting the sovereignty of the 
Congo in all domains, particularly in the field of the building of a national, 

in t economy, the sole guarantee of a national and independent economy 
[eic) aiming at the construction of a socialist society in the Peoples Republic 
of the Congo. 


The delegation of the PCT expressed its sincere appreciation for the achievements 
of the MPLA-Labor Party in the political and economic fields which constitute 
important stepe toward the strengthening of national independence and the 
prediction of an Angolan socialist society such as was called for in the program 
and resolutions of the First Constitutive Congress of the MPLA-Labor Party. 


The PCT delegation applauds the advent of organs of popular government and the 
creation of the Peoples Assembly in the Peoples Republic of Angola. 


The two delegations expressed their complete satisfaction with respect to the 
quality of their talks, which were stamped by friendship, candor, and qutual 
understanding, and above all, by revolutionary fervor. 


Approaching current international questions, the two delegations expressed their 
concern regarding the present course of certain international problems which 

are injurious to the freedom of peoples, to their rights, to dignity and to 
progress and which constitute therefore a threat to peace and international 
security. 


Concerning Namibia, the two parties condemn the illegal occupation of this 
territory as well as the dilatory maneuvers of South Africa in its efforts to 
obstruct implementation of the United Nations plan. They support the United 
Netions plan and the application of Resolution 435 for the immediate indepen- 
dence of Namibia and reiterate their indefectible solidarity with SWAPO, the 
sole legitimate and authentic representative of the Namibian people. 


The two delegations vigorously donceamed the acts of aggression and barbarity 
perpetrated by the racist South African regime against the Peoples Republic of 
Angola dnd the Front Line countries. 


The two delegations are concerned by the situation in South Africa and re- 
affirmed their support for the ANC [African National Congress] and the South 
African people in struggle against the odious and retrograde system of apartheid. 














The two delegations congratulate the Saharan people for their stunning victories 
in the political, diplomatic, and military domaine under the leadership of the 
POLISARIO Front. They express their active solidarity and their unreserved 
support and of the right of the Palestinian people to build an independent and 
sovereign state. 


Analyzing the tragedy of Chad, the two delegations were quite concerned. In 
this connection, they firmly support the resolution on Chad adopted at the 17th 
summit of heads of state and government of the OAU held in Freetown 1-4 July 
1980 and pronounce themselves in favor of the GUNT [Transitional National Union 
Government) headed by President Goukouni Oueddei. 


The two delegations expressed their deep distress at the armed conflict between 
Iraq and Iran. They wish that these two fraternal countries should quickly 
work to resolve this conflict through negotiation.

ARAB DEVELOPMENT AID TO AFRICA REPORTED 
Kuwait AL-QABAS in Arabic 14 Nov 80 p 14 


{[Article: "Arab States Pledge 4.3 Billion Dollars to Africa; Arab Aid Covers African 
Continent With No Strings or Conditions") 


[Text] The Arab Bank for Economic Development in Africa said that Arab pledges to 
Africa totaled 4.367 billion dollars at the end of 1979, not to speak of Arab par- 
ticipation in international financial institutions and organizations which provide 
aid to Africa. 


The bank explained that seven Arab countries offering aid had pledged about two-thirds 
of the total Arab Commitments, of 2.838 billion dollars. The difference between the 
two sums represents commitments by the Arab Bank for Economic Development in Africa 
and the Arab Loan Fund for Technical Aid to Africa of 5.9 million dollars; the Islamic 
Development Bank, 158 million dollars; the OPEC Fund, 320 million dollars; the Arab- 
African Bank, 23 million dollars; the Islamic Solidarity Fund, 11.5 million dollars; 
and oil credits of the International Monetary Fund, 473 million dollars. 


Bene iciary Countries 


Eleven African countries benefited from Arab aid in 1973, 32 in 1974, 37 in 1975, 

38 in 1976, 40 in 1977, and 41 in 1979. Im other words, Arab aid covered the African 
continent 100 percent within 4 years after the Arab petroleum countries entered the 
circle of countries offering aid. 


The bank said that Arab aid to Africa in the next period was offered directly with 

the exception of 404 million dollars offered indirectly to finance multinational pro- 
jects covering the African continent or African financial organizations. Of the re- 
meining commitments, West Afric: received 2.18] million dollars, or 50 percent, while 
East Africa obtained 1.781 bill.on dollars, or 40.1 percent of the total commitments. 


The bank explained that detailed analysis of Arab aid to Africa shows that 64 percent 
of the total financial transfers were directed to 24 countries which are among the 
most destitute in the Third World, that 40.5 percent of the transfers benefited 18 
countries which are among the least developed, and that 23 percent went to seven 
Airican coastal countries. 


Arab aid is characterized by not being restricted by specific conditions, in contrast 
to aid orm the countries of the Committee for Development Aid or the countries of 
the socialist bloc, where every dollar offered as aid returns to its original source

again through credits to suppliers and purchase of goods and services. Arab financing 
is considered final and in practice means only deducting the current amount of this 
financing for the donor state. 


Flexible Conditions 


The other charactetistic which distinguishes Arab aid is that it is offered with 
flexible and easy conditions. Note that 69.2 percent of the total pledges were made 
with preferential conditions or include other phrasing amounting to a gift of at 
least 25 percent, according to the information of the Organization for Economi:: 
Cooperation and Development. 


The Arab Bank for Ecomomic Development in Africa alluded to the fact that Arab 
participation in financing the development of Third World countries is a recent de- 
velopment, dating to 1973. However, its newness does not prevent Arab financing from 
carrying considerable weight in the field of international cooperation in behalf of 


deve lopment. 


He added that the volume of the aid pledged by the Arab countries during 1975 con- 
stituted 45 percent of the total pledges of the bloc of countries of the Committee 
for Development Aid, that is, of the total pledges of countries granting aid with the 
exception of countries with a guided economy, whose aid is considered so small es to 
be nonexistent in comparison with that from the countries of the Committee for De- 
velopment Aid or the OPEC countries.

CORRESPONDENT REPORTS ON SOUTHERN AFRICA DEVELOPMENT CONFERENCE 
Paris LE MONDE in French 1 Dec 80 p 4

[Text] Nairobi--Two billion dollars to attentuate the economic grip of the South 
African giant: such were the stakes at the Conference on Development in Southern 
Africa, which was held in Maputo on 27-28 November (LE MONDE of 28 November). 

On one side, nine African countries haunted--over and above their differences-- 
by the concern to reduce their varying degrees of dependence on their powerful 
neighbor: Angola, Botswana, Lesotho, Malawi, Mozambique, Swaziland, Tanzania, 
Zambia and Zimbabwe. (Zaire hopes to be admitted soon to this disparate club.) 
On the other side, 36 potential donors--countries and international organizations-- 
cordially invited to transform this desire for emancipation into reality. These 
latter belong, in the main, to the capitalist world. 


The promoters of the conference, who represent 60 million inhabitants, had pre- 
pared 97 projects covering the spectrum of economic activity: energy, agricul- 
ture, health, transport, telecommunications. Despite this apparent diversity, 
the "nine" give priority to three sectors: roads, railroads and ports. Proj- 
ects concerned with the modernization and development of these kinds of infra- 
structure account for three-fourths of the funding proposals presented at Maputo. 
This triple priority is legitimate in the face of Pretoria's ambitions and assets. 
South Africa, in fact, has never hidden its desire to base its economic pre- 
dominance on a “constellation” bringing together all the states situated south of 
the Zaire River. Now this communications network, dense and well organized, con- 
stitutes one of the best levers working to further its will to power. 


For the “nine” the necessity then is above all to strengthen and modernize the 
“counternetwork"--road, railroad and port--at their disposal: electrification 
of railroads, purchase of new engines, extension of anchorage capacity, length- 
ening of piers, drainage of guttering, etc. The “nine” already have 1,300 km 
of railroads. Except for the /Tanzania Zambia Railway/ (Tazara), built recently 
by Chinese technicians, this network was the creation of the colonial powers, who 
had conceived it first of all in terms of their own commercial interests at the 
time. One example: the three principal lines of Mozambique have no link-up 
between them. No rail line links together the two biggest cities-—-and principal 
porte--of the country: Maputo and Beira. On the regional level, it is a ques- 
tion /grosso modo/ of promoting an East-West flow of trace, from Angola to 
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Mozambique, to the detriment of the North-South flow, as the too-powerful neighbor 
ie the one to the south. 


With ite three ports--Maputo, Beira and Nacala--and its energy potential-- 
especially the hydroelectricity of Cabora-Bassa~-Mozambique will be the princi- 
pal beneficiary of this program of regional action. It is not just coincidence 
that the Mozambican capital is the headquarters of the “commission of transport 
and communication" created in April at a first meeting in Lusaka. The government 
of Samora Machel had also, more carefully than others, prepared for this con- 
ference. 


Aware of the fact that the capitalist world is better placed to provide the money 
and technology they need, the “nine” invited all the western and Scandinavian 
countries, as well as Japan, Australia, India, Brazil, the World Bank and the IMF. 
Mr Stirn, secretary of state for foreign affairs, represented France. The 
supplicants could not hope, in [only] 2 days, to come away with the whole $2 
billion. But they did get 650 million. Mr Honwana, spokesman for the "nine," 
contended that these commitments /"will snowball."/ 


With $400 million--or 20 percent of the total needs--the African Development Bank 
has shown itself especially generous. Over the next 5 years, the ABD will devote 
10 percent of its budget to the "nine." Claude Cheysson, EEC commissioner for 
development, promised $100 million within the framework of the Lome Convention. 

But on one condition: this money cannot be spent either on Angola or on Mozambique, 
as these two countries have refused up to now to adhere to the convention. OPEC's 
special fund offered some assistance but did not specify how much. The Scandinavian 
states all responded positively. The Netherlands alone made $15 million available 
immediately. 


Several wealthy countries, notably the United States, kept to a posture of waiting: 
they affirm their willingness to examine more closely the projects submitted at 
the conference. For Washington--which only pledged $25 million--these delaying 
tactics but poorly disguise underlying political reservations. For example, the 
Americans while welcoming Mr Machel's invitation to the investors this year have 
kept their distance from a country which is a candidate-member of CEMA and whose 
foreign policy is totally alined on that of the Soviet Union. For 4 years 
Mozambique has in fact been on the /"black list"/ of the American Congress. 


In the medium term, one danger threatens the plans of the “nine.” If it remains 
politically stable, Zimbabwe could quickly dominate its less-developed neighbors. 
It will be helpful, then, to avoid the appearance of too clear an imbalance between 
the partners, such as that which in 1977 shattered the “ast African Community, 
which benefited Kenya too much. As for South Africa, it hardly seems distressed 
over its neighbors’ efforts to close ranks, even though this effort is intended 

to thwart its strategy of regional domination. Economically, these states will 
most assuredly remain for quite some time yet dependent on it. But does it 
accurately assess the political import of a regional grouping which can only 
aggravate its isolation?

PARSIDENT DISCUSSES NATION'S PRESENT SITUATION, FUTURE PRIORITIES 
Cotonou EHUZU in French 13 Nov 80 pp 1,35,6 


[Keynote speech by President Kerekou to opening session of centrai committee meeting, 
12 November at the Palace of the Republic in Cotonou] 


[Text] The third meeting of the third central committee of our 
avant-garde party, the PRPB [People's Revolution Party of Benin], 
was begun yesterday mocning at the Palace of the Republic in 
Cotonou. The opening ceremony was presided over by our great 
comrade in the struggle, President Mathieu Kerekou, who gave an 
important speech on that occasion, in which he reported on the 
eight years of revolutionary struggle and mentioned the priority 
tasks to be carried out with a view to consolidating and radical- 
izing the bases of our great National Liberation Movement. Pres- 
ident Kerekou then appraised the present national situation, which 
is characterized by a real and total freezing of the activities of 
the local authorities of the revolution and mass organizations, 
before submitting to the members of the central committee the 
main points to be studied at the present session. 


Comrade members of the central committee of the People's Revolution Party of Benin, 


In proceeding today, Wednesday 12 November 1980 with the official opening of the 
third ordinary session of the third central committee of our avant-garde party, 

the PRPB, it seems to us indispensable to formulate for you certain general posi- 
tions to be taken into account in examining the various subjects on the agenda of 
these sessions. This will enable us, we are persuaded, to strengthen the unity of 
our thinking and revolutionary action, in the face of the magnitude and complexity 
of the tasks that have devolved upon our avant-garde party, the PRPB, on the way 

to constructing, here in the People's Republic of Benin, a new society in whic® 
there will be a good life for every Beninese man and woman. The socialist society. 


In plain words this means that during our discussions we have been led to decree 
bold measures and take radical decisions that require us to develop and strengthen 
our great National Revolutionary Liberation Movement of 26 October 1972. 


In this context, therefore, there is reason to ask ourselves the following ques- 
tions:

An Appraisal of the National Situation 
Comrade members of the central committee, 


Thorough examination of the national situation reveals that many problems, not yet 
resolved or newly created, on all fronts of our struggle for national liberation, 

are beginning insidiously to tarnish the beautiful picture of the spectacular ac- 

complishments of the Beninese democratic and popular revolution. 


This fact and this revolutionery truth, far from being a gratuitous and demagogic 
affirmation, are actually quite the opposite, the general conclusion drawn from our 
own realities, which unfolds objectively from scientific analysis of the national 
situation currently prevailing here in Benin. 


In fact, logical and lucid revolutionaries that we are, comrade members of the cen- 
tral committee, we have neither the interest in nor the right to go against our 
consciences as free men by attempting to conceal the Beninese realities behind a 
guilty silence, as if we were all afflicted with the virus of revolutionary defeat- 
ism, whereas all our revolutionary action is aimed at radicaily transforming--in the 
sense of social progr ss--our attitudes, our realities and our retrograde, obscur- 
antist and alienating flaws, inherited from the feudalism of colonization and neo- 
colonization. 


For this reason, comrade members of the central committee, we must be perfectly fa- 
miliar with, and objectively appraise at all times, the real national situation in 
all its fundamental characteristics, that we may always be better able to perceive 
it concretely in its proper dimension. 
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So it is with regard for the correct and clear understanding, as well as perfect 
knowledge of the current stage of our revolutionary process of national Liberation, 
that we propose to you, comrade members of the central committee, that you examine, 
as the first subject on our agenda, the dossier that analyses the national situation, 


—— projection in time and space inevitably emerges into the international situa- 
tion, 


Comrade members of the central committee, 


It is unarguable that the tours recently taken by the comrade political commission- 
ers were valuable opportunities for direct inquiries in the field among the popular 
masses in our cities and countryside. As everyone knows, all of these tours had but 
& Single objective, to evaluate, without any leniency, the level attained by our 
avant-garde party, the PRPB, in its national mission of the awakening, the organi- 
tation, the mobilization, the training and the revolutionary education of our popu- 
lar masses around the great permanent tasks of the Beninese revolution:

to be methodically executed in all areas of national activity, enthusiastically and 
with sound revolutionary competitiveness. 


This is the only way, comrade members of the central committee, for us to resolutely 
pursue the implacable struggie against all the pernicious manifestations of local 
and international reaction, if we want to guarantee effectively and gloriously the

In the speech he delivered on this occasion, President Kere- 
kou stated that the fruitful debates developed made it pos- 
sible to bring out the serious deficiencies that are impeding 
the harmonious development of our revolutionary process. 


He recalled the theme of our first regular congress, held 
from 13 to 18 November 1979; he evoked the fundamental prob- 
lems facing the popular masses--problems which our vanguard 
party, the PRPB, must cope with; and then he enumerated the 
specific tasks to be carried out at the present stage of our 
struggle in order to deepen our revolutionary movement of 
national liberation. 


Comrade members of the Central Committee, 


Here we are today, Sunday 16 November 1980, at the conclusion of the proceedings of 
the third regular session of the Third Central Committee of our vanguard party, the 
People's Revolution Party of Benin--a meeting during which, for 5 days, we have 

carried out a detailed and far-reaching examination of all the items on our agenda. 


The indisputable positive results we have achieved are the fruit of the seriousness, 
objectivity, and spirit of great responsibility that all of us have shown throughout 
the work of the present session. These eloquent results also testify to our firm 
and common determination to do everything in order for our vanguard party, the Peo- 
ple's Revolution Party of Benin, effectively to assume its high historic mission-- 
that of leading the militant and hard-working people of Benin in their struggle to 
free themselves totally and definitively from foreign domination and to build among 
us, in the People's Republic of Benin, a new society in which there will be well- 
being for one and all, the socialist society.

Within this framework, correct understanding of the national situation thus analyzed 
makes it necessary for us, comrade members of the Centra!

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DEVELOPMENT POTENTIAL OF FISHING INDUSTRY DISCUSSED

(Text } Cameroon owes its name to its fishing industry. Portuguese explorers 500 
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The shrimp fleet, unlike the trawier fleet, 
made remarkable strides between 1970 and 
1975, increasing from 10 to 18 vessels and 
stabilising thereafter. For a long time the 
catch was around 2,000 tonnes but it 
dropped to around 900 tonnes in 1978/79. 
What goes for fish goes for shrimp too — 
yields dropped from Soe Se day 
per boat in 1971 to 250 kg in 19 3 

There is, however, less cause for alarm in 
the shrimp industry because the shrimp 
fleet has increased its catches of fish as 
shrimp catches have declined. Shrimping is 
only profitable during the rainy season, 
hard cash is required pending payment of 
the shrimps sold in America and the market 
has to be kept supplied after the bankruptcy 
of one of the biggest ship-owners. For all 
these reasons, people in the shrimp industry 
have, with official encouragement, begun to 
take fish as well and these now account for a 
third of the industrial catch. 

As things stand, Cameroon's 
industry faces contradictory demands. On 
the one hand, there are still immense 
demands to meet, in spite of more intense 
fishing | )‘nland waters. Imports of fish have 
topped 13,000 tonnes per annum. The 
levelling-off of the catches suggests that 
maximum exploitation has been reached. 
So the authorities want, at present, to keep 
the fleet down to 40 vessels until new 


policies have been developed. 
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CAPE VERDE 


PORTUGAL, CUBA TRAIN LOCAL FISHERMEN 
Praia VOZ DL POVO in Portuguese 3 Nov 80 p 2 


[Excerpte| The training of Cape Verdian cadres in the fishing sector will provide 
our country with increased capability in this branch, which ie moreover, regarded 
as of primary importance to the economic development of Cape Verde. 


From this perepective we see the need to train people so as to decrease and later 
eliminate human shortcomings in this sector. Thus, on the basis of estate agreements, 
in eatrict cooperation with the fishing office, the training of Cape Verdian cadres 
in this sector bogen in 1977 with the sending of seven students to the Pedroucos 
Fishing School in Portugal. For various reasons, among them the inadequate back- 
ground of our students, only two of our etudents in that year were able to complete 
their training. The following year steps were taken to insure that only students 
with the minimal educational level equal to the preparatory cycle were sent. In 
1978, another 15 students departed for the Pedroucos School for training which abl 
of them completed in 1979. Following the courses they took there, these students 
enrolled in the Sao Vicente Coastal Shipping School or boarded the Icelandic train- 
ing vessel to serve an apprenticeship. With this apprenticeship completed, they 
could qualify in Cape Verde as coastal vessel masters. In 1979 eight more students 
departed, and this year the seven existing vacancies were entirely filled. 


Cuba, which in 1979 accepted nine students for a 4-year middle level course, is also 
contributing to training in this sector. Following their training, the students will 
staff the fishing sector on the central level. The basic training here is more 
rigorous, with the requirement that the students complete technical school (prefer- 
ably) or high echool, as the minimum requirement. For example, three more students 
will go to Cuba this year. Two of them attended the technical school and one high 
school. When we inquired about the criteria for selecting the student, we were 

told at the DGP that candidates had been dispatched from all of the country's is- 
lands. In the fishing training sector, Cape Verde currently has two students in 
Cuba, pursuing marine biology (higher level) and two others are studying fishing 
economics in the Soviet Union. The first two will join the future scientific depart- 
ment of the General Fishing Office, which will engage mainly in research, cooperating 
with epecitalized international organizations such as the International Commission 
for the Preservation of the Atlantic Tuna (ICCAT), with which we already maintain 
relations, and the Fishing Committee for the Central-Eastern Atlantic, a scientific 
organization concerned with our area, ranging from Gibraltar to the mouth of the 


Congo River.

[Texe) A loan agreement was signed between the African Development Pund [ADF) 
and the Peoples Republic of the Congo on 21 October 1980 at Abidjan, headquarters 
of the African Development Bank [ABD], by the Congolese finance minister, Comrade 
Henri Lopes, member of the Central Committee of the Congolese Labor Party [PCT] 
and the president of the bank and of the African Development Pund, Mr Wila D. 


Mung Orbe. 


Thies agreement, by the terms of which the African Development Fund loans a 
total of 8 million UCF [expansion unknown) (1,944.16 million CFA francs) to 

the Peoples Republic of the Congo will enable it to finance plans for the rural 
development of the Bovenza region. Approved by the ADF board of directors at 
ite 70th meeting held in Abidjan on 12 September 1980, this loan is reimbursable 
over a 50-year period which includes a lO-year grace period. 


The project is composed of cwo complementary categories which are on the one 
hand the development of the Bovenza region and on the other hand assistance to 
the Office of Food Cultivation, which is responsible for promoting the cultiva- 
tion of food, to help it strengthen its organizational and administrative 


capacity. 


The first category consists in the implementation of a regional program for the 
improvement of food cultivation from the traditional sector, the supply of support 
services to this sector, and the rehabilitation of rural infrastructure. It 
concerns some 18,000 small growing operations of 1.5 hectares each in size, 
12,000 of whom will receive real benefits from the steps taken to organize and 
popularize this project. On the other hand, the second category consists in 
endowing the Office of Food Cultivation with organizational and administrative 
capacity sufficient to allow it to fully play ite role in promoting the food 
sector in the Peoples Republic of the Congo. 


We see that the total cost of the project, exclusive of taxes and custom, 


amounts to 2,509.4 aillion CPA france, or 9.73 million UCF, of which 1,447.95 
@illion CPA france, or 5.61 million UCF are in hard currency. 
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The ADF loan will serve to finance all hard-currency costes and 4 part of the 
local~currency costes of a1) the componente of the project. 


It should be noted that the project will be financed by the ADP conjointly with 
the government of the Peoples Republic of the Congo. 


The execution of the project will be phased over 4 S-year period, that ts from 
1961-1985. The executive agency is the Office of Food Cultivation “OCV" whose 


headquarters te in Bragseaville in the Peoples Republic of the Congo.

{Text} On the occasion of the celebration of the third anniversary of indepen- 
dence, His Excellency the President of the Republic has recalled the achievements 
already made by the government that he heads with the very broad and necessary 
collaboration of our assembly: 


~~Independent, unity, and stability in our republic have been established. If 
these acquisitions may be the object of constant concern on the part of some, 


they can [in any case) no longer be challenged. 


~~We have undertaken to give our youth the means to choose for themselves their 
intellectual and technice! future, and we should continue to do so. 


--But che Djibouti people do not want alms: they are demanding jobs and national 
production. 


To do this, we want: 
--To make our capital city a great maritime and commercial city. 
--To diversify our economy in the different sectors of production. 


--To allocate activities over the whole territory in accordance with the unique 
capacities of each region. 


These are the concerns that reigned in the preparation of this proposed budget, 
and I am sure that they will guide our deliberations and improve then. 


The ordinary budget for the fiscal year 1980 was established at /12.12225 billion 
france,/ then in two legislative amendments revised up to /13.15524 billion 
(Djibouti) francs. / 


The special budget was fixed at 1.5003 billion francs; the amount carried forward 
from the capital equipment appropriation voted in 1979 and not expended on 31 
December 1979. The vote for new appropriations raised this special budget to 
4.887327 billion Djibouti francs. 











This advance during the year 1980 was made possible by che surpluses {rom the year 
1979 and the increases in value noted at the beginning of 1980, in particular on 
TIC (expansion unknown), the surtax on tobacco, ofl products, and products not 
originating from the BEC. 


This development made it possible to present this proposed 198] budget as balanced 
at the level of 15.07541 billion france, an increase of 2.95116 billion france over 
the original 1980 budget, or a /24.3 percent increase. / 


The increase in the price of imported products which continued in 1980 brought 
with it the increase of tax revenue linked to consumption. Also it was believed 
useless and harmful to increase the tax pressure by creating new imposts and taxes 
or by raising the rates of duties already in force. 


One-fourth of 198] revenue will come from direct taxes and more than three-fifths 
from indirect taxes, which shows to what extent their total is tied to the level 
of national economic activity and to the international situation. 


Personnel costs are increased by 10 percent, as a result of: 


“~The increase in budget d positions (162 positions in 1980 and 124 in 19861); this 
has been reduced to a minimum, and largely benefits national education. 


~~Providing for the prom:tion of a certain number of agents and personnel of the 
PNA [expansion unknown). 


~~Raising the lowest wages starting 1 July 1980. 


/Equipment and maintenan e expenses/ should make possible an efficient functioning 
of the services and presurvation of the patrimony of the state, taking into account 
the real needs and the observed increases in prices (25.8 percent). 


/Expenses for subventions and participation/ are increasing, in particular because 
of the necessity to participate in international organizations, the financial 
counterpart to Djibouti’: entry into the community of nations (8 percent). 


But the greatest emphasi: was laid on the /infrastructure budget/ which goes from 
1.0505 billion francs to 2.025263 Djibouti francs, or 13.4 percent. 


Djibouti is asking for and getting substantial aid from international organizations 
and friendly states to wiom I here convey our thenks for their understanding of 
the needs of our nation. 


But Djibouti is making a major effort, the biggest effort possible, to finance its 
infrastructure and its development. 


The toughness shown by the government and the administration is shown by the 
following percentages in the different categories of expenditures: 
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~~Public debt, 1.5 compared to... 1,86 in 1980. 


~-Public authorities, 1.3 compared to... 1.60 in 1980. 
~~Personnel, 46.9 compared to... 52.71 in 1980. 
~~Equipment, 25.8 compared to... 25.57 in 1980, 
~~Maintenance work, 3.1 compared to... 3.31 in 1980. 
Operating subsidies, 8.0 compared to... 6.29 in 1980. 


In 1980 the national infrastructure effort found concrete expression in: 


~The ground station which improves relations between Djibouti and the outside 
world by means of telecommunications. 


~-The solution, which will become final early in 1980, [to the problem) of trane- 
porting vehicles across the Gulf of Tadjourah, creating greater unity in the 
national territory. 

~-The opening at the end of the year of the bottled water plant at Tadjourah. 
~The completion of major program of school construction. 

In 1981, the principal expressions of this effort should be: 


-~Opening of an international-class hotel permitting Djibouti to play its role as 
a meeting center. 


--The laundhing of work on a major program to modernize the port of Djibouti. 


-~Construction of a dairy producing 12,000 liters per day. 





-~The beginning of an extensive project to rehabilitate the Peltier hospital. 


All this in addition to the great effort expended throughout the national territory 
aimed at: 


~-making the public services more efficient; 
--improving internal communications; 


--furnishing the people the services (water, health, education, in particular) 
which they expect of the state. 


This budget expresses the fact that development demands more courage and effort 
every day, and that the fourth year of independence must be, as stated by the 
president of the republic, a year of struggle and work.

No wonder then when « very huge crowd turned 
out at Plaisance airport in 1948 to welcome the firet Indian commissioner to Mauri- 
tius. Next to the British governor, the man with the Gandhi cap was the most impor- 
tent man of the realm. Village notables made it a point to have a picture taken 
with the Commissioner. Pictures of Hindu gode, Mahatma Gandhi and King George VI 
and later the Queen were standard ornaments in many homes. 





Only Amitabh Rachchan can now attract a big crowd at Plaisance. The pictures of 
Nehru, Gandhi and British royalty are gone, pressured out by geudy calendar dis- 
plays of Hema Malini and Neetu Singh. Children of yesteryeare had to learn the 

Indian anthem by heart in the baitka. Children of this generation would rather 

watch cartoons on FR}. How many people who can afford a foreign trip would make 
@ pilgrimage to the land of our ancestors’? You will meet them not on the bank of 
the Ganges: they are busy checking in and out of Terminal 4 at Heathrow Airport. 


India wae passionately loved by many. It was also subject ¢ to « hate campaign by 
many. India is now another country, no gore loved or hate! than England and 

France. Mauritians have now come to regard [India as dispassionately as possible. 
Of course, friends and critics have not disappeared altogether but surely India 
kindles no fire in any healthy heart. This, we believe, i» one of the most positive 
developments in the difficult task of nation-building in Miuritius. 


Hindi pleys produced by Mauritains often portray « spineless, dhoti-clad, parasiti- 
cal servant ministering to the whims end caprices of the “seth” and his “bibi”.

Religion and ritual have so far survived 
in spite of massive conversions but this has been possible only because of the sheer 
numerical strength of Oriental settlers. Their ranks have been heavily depleted 
through external assimilation. 
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In a matter of generations, the creolisation process will be churning out of our 
melting-pot another breed of Mauritians, Divali will become more apectacular etill 
with an increased participation of the Catholic church, but what would remain 

of our Indian heritage will be the curry, the eari, some form of religion and 
ritual and the Indian cinema.

FUTURE COAL TERMINAL AT MAPUTO PORT PLANNED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 22 Nov 80 pp i? 


{[Text! A new terminal to be used exclusively for the handling of anthracite coal 
will be built in the next five years at the port complex in Maputo, Matola sone, in 
@ great undertaking carried out by the Mozambique National Office of Ports and 
Railroads, 


This construction project, budgeted at about 1.6 million contos (estimate made in 
1979), will prowide a great increase in handling and goods transport capacity, 
estimated at between 5 and 7 million tons per year. 


Bide will be solicited internationally early next year, following which the bid will 
be awarded to one of the competitors, giving him responsibility for the execution of 
the project. Construction as such will begin in 1982, and is expected to last about 
three years. 


The construction of a new coal terminal will involve the better equipping of the port 
in the capital of the country, including each respective access channel. This is the 
case because the future terminal will be provided with equipment enabling it to 
accommodate vessels with a capacity of up to 80,000 tons of freight. 


With this in view, other improvements to be made in the port of Maputo must be 
contemplated--the dredging of the access channels, as a function of the greater 
freight capacity of the vessels which will dock in the new terminal. Currently, 
the Maputo port terminal is equipped to accommodate vessels with a capacity of up 
to 60,000 tons of freight. 


Characteristics of the New Terminal 


The future coal terminal, with a loadin) capacity of 3,000 tons per hour, will be 
provided by stacking and recovery machinery, with «a capacity of 1,600 and 2,500 tons 
per hour, respectively. 


The complex will also be equipped with en unloading system capable of handling the 
equivalent of 50 freight cars, or 1,600 tons, per hour. Moreover, with the use of 
another type of freight car with « greater capacity, this operation may reach 2,500 
tons per hour. 
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On the other hand, the new anthracite coal termina! will alee be provided with 
operational improvements involving the building of a rail setwork which will make 
the constant movement of the freight cars possible, thus saving the freight car 
handling time before and after loading and unloading In addition, the future coal 
terminal will have a larger goods storage area, which will make possible substantial 
expansion in the future and with it, increased coal handling capacity, coming within 
the general plan for the development of the port of Maputo 


The future coal terminal will be equipped with machinery similiar to that at the 


present terminal, except that the new ore complex will be capable of handling a 
greater volume of this product.

CASHEW PRODUCTION AREAS ASSURED ADEQUATE SUPPLY OF OTHER GOODS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 22 Nov 80 pp i, 3 


[Excerpt] Supplying the cashew marketing areas with other goods has been a pre- 
dominant concern of agencies involved in the present harvest season, so that 
success not achieved since 1975 can be insured. Within this framework, the 
provincial domestic trade officers have been made responsible for establishing the 
quantities of consumer goods needed to support this campaign and integrating them 
into the territorial supply program. At the same time, conditions guest be estab~ 
lished to allow better supervision, so that these products go to the production areas 
at the proper time and in adequate quantities. 


On the other hand, the various agencies involved in this important project must 
create the conditions necessary for supplying the production areas with soap, 
batteries, bicycles, radios, sandals, clothing, alumiaum panels, hoes, lamp oil, 
blankets, school materials, matches and many other products which the school 
students as well as the peasants need. 


With this in view, plans have been made for the delivery shortly of imported pro- 
ducts to support the cashew marketing campaign, including among other things sewing 
thread, needles, pocketknives, flashlights, kerosene lamps and other articles 
essential to the rural population. These types of goods will be distributed in all 
the provinces of the country, with priority for support of the campaign. The pro- 
vincial domestic trade officers will allocate the products not included in the 
supply plan to warehouses and tradesmen in the cashew areas on a priority basis. 


Decisive Importance of Marketing 


Great efforts have been made in connection with the national cashew marketing cam- 
paign, with a view to involving ever more participants and making yields greater than 
those in earlier years possible. Reports from Nampula indicate that the ninth 
session of the Provincial Assembly, which met several days ago, ratified the decision 
of the provincial government to establish a cashew campaign office, which will at 

the same time be responsible for the socialist emulation campaign during the cashew 
marketing season.

{Editorial: “The Time of Uncertainty") 


[Text] Far from solving the Chad problem, Monday's “takeover” of Ndjamena by the 
coalition forces of the Transition National Union Government (GUNT) supported by 
200 tanks and almost 3,000 Libyan so'diers, if anything, adds to the confusion. 


In Chad, the time of real uncertainty is beginning. And all the countries of central 
and west Africa now have reasons for concern. There are two basic questions about 
the future. First, who will be governing im Ndjamena. In view of the reverses in- 
filcted on the government forces by Hissein Habre's FAN [Northern Armed Forces] 

since the beginning of the fighting, it seems evident that Oueddei Goukouni's 
“control” of the Chad capital is not due to his own troops but rather to the Libyan 
“Islamic Army.” And will that army (and this is our second question) be satisfied 
with simply maintaining “order” in the “liberated” former Fort Lamy, or will the army 
make this town the main base for future redeployments in the south of the continent. 


Libya's major commitments in men and materiel, and its leaders’ recent statements, 
lead to the conclusion, for the present at least, that Chad is only the first phase 
of a thrust which, though crazy, is no less certain. 


Therefore, our countries should no longer be meeting at summit conferences in a 
futile effort to wnite a -ountry which is now more divided than ever, but rather 
should be organizing collective defense capable of blocking the devilish ambition 
of those who are established in the streets of Ndjamena, and against whom Chad 
patriots, if they still exist, should turn their weapons.

SHELL OIL COMPANY CLOSES, LOSES 2 MILLION NAIRA 
Lagos DAILY TIMES in English 6 Dec 80 p 2 


[Text] Shell Petroleum Development Company of Nigeria Limited lost more than N2 
million when one of its oil-flowing stations at Opuma in Bendel State was closed 
down. 


A DAILY TIMES investigation revealed that the Opuma oil-flow station was shut down 
on October 7, 1980, following a threat by the Tsekelewu community to blow up the 
oil well. 


The Taekelewu community, it was gathered, were protesting against an alleged pay- 
ment of about N2.6 million oil royalties by the company to the Ondo State Govern- 
ment. 


They are also said to be questioning the rationale behind the alleged WN5,000 com- 
pensation due to them which has been paid to the Ondo State Government. 


Another cause of disaffection, from the area stemmed from the separation of the 
Tsekelewu community from their kith and kin in Opuma, in Bendel State and their 
merger with Ondo State. 


According to informed sources, Tsekelewu is one of the villages which constitute 
the Opuma community in Warri Local Government area of Bendel State. 


It was further disclosed that although the Bendel State Government had been re- 
sponsible for the provision of essential amenities and payment of teachers deployed 
to the area, the Tsekelewu town is officially in Ondo State as indicated in a re- 
cent map. 


It would be recalled that some time ago, 25 persons from Tsekelewu community were 
reported missing.

This brings to over 303, the number of fishing Vessele licenced by the Federal 
Department of Fisheries, as the Minister of State for Agriculture had disclosed 
last year that 258 fishing Vessele had been licenced. 


These new, medium-sized trawlers, the Minieter had said, in addition to the Out- 
board engines, modern fishing nets, and other accessories acquired and sold to 
Local Fishermen and Cooperatives at subsidized rates last year, were meant to give 
them the opportunity of joining the commercial fishing industry instead of continu- 
ing with their individual subsistence fish-farming. 


As at now the fishing industry consiste of 32 registered Fishing Companies and the 
locals and some Cooperative Societies, in riverine and sea-fringed areas and accord- 
ing to an inside source, these companies are responsible for up to 1 million tonnes 
of fresh fish caught annually in Nigerian Territorial Waters.

DENIAL OF COTTON SHORTAGE--The General Manager of the Nigerian Cotton Board (NCB), 
Alhaji Abubakar Tunau Gusau, has denied that textile mills are not being provided 
with sufficient cotton lint. A Kaduna-based textile factory--Neorspin Limited-- 
which closed down last Monday, had alleged the “unavailability of s» “‘icient quan- 
tity and quality of Nigerian cotton lint” as one of the reasons for ice closure. 
In an interview with the News Agency of Nigeria (NAN) in Kaduna, Alhaji Abubakar 
said that during the 1979 cotton season, about 220,000 bales of cotton lint went 
to the mille as against the 250,000 required by them. He said that the deficit of 
about 30,000 bales was provided through imports. Alhaji Abubakar said that in re- 
cent years, the cotton board had always been filling-in stock for the mills which 
was later sold in the world market when the mills failed to clear them. He stres- 
sed that the cotton board had never “stood in the way of any mill that wants to 
import long staple cotton to supplement the short staple supplied by his board," 
adding that the NCB had recommended that the Federal Government should allow such 
mille to import cotton lint. He noted that while there had been a shortfall in 
the production of cotton lint this year, the board had always taken measures to 
ensure that textile mills were never short of the commodity. The General Manager 
further disclosed that the produce price of cotton would increase by 20 per 

cent and that cotton seeds would nuw sell a 400 Naira per tonne as against 330

DOMESTIC AIR SHUTTLES--Nigeria Airways is to operate shuttle services from Lagos

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"Living Wage’ Concept

[Text] One of the most substantial wage increases in recent years~--60% for some 
workers--is contained in an agreement signed this week between a multi-national 


company, Kellogg SA, and the Fosatu-affiliated Sweet, Food and Allied Workers Un- 
ion. 


The agreement appears to be the first outside the Eastern Cape to recognise union 
demands for a "living wage" rather than one based on various poverty datum line 
surveys. 


Kellogg's managing director, Mr Murray Rogers, said yesterday the agreement partly 
met union requests that companies move away from the various “poverty datum lines" 
towards a "realistic living allowance”. 


The increase is also tne result of one of the few wage agreements negotiated between 
companies and unregistered trade unions. 


In a statement yesterday, the union hailed the agreement as an illustration of 
"the need for in-plant negotiations" between companies and unions on wage levels. 


Many companies have refused to negotiate wages with unions, arguing that this 
should be done on an industry level only. 


For several years, many companies have been relying on various poverty datum lines 
to set their minimum wages. These calculate the minimum a family needs to survive. 


However, during the East Cape motor strikes, unions demanded that companies ditch 
this standard, arguing that it allowed workers “only to exist". 


They demanded that employers switched to a “living wage" negotiated between uuions 
and employers. 


Kellogg appears to be the first company outside the Eastern Cape to accept this 
and to negotiate on this basis with a union. 


Mr Rogers said wages were not yet up to the standard negotiated in the Eastern Cape. 
However, the new rates would be reviewed in the middle of next year in the light 
of increases in the cost of living. 
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In terms of the agreement, the company's “probationary wage" goes up to R46 a week 
and ite factory operatives will earn a minimum of R50 a week. 


This means that workers at the bottom of the scale will see their wages rise by 
60% and proportional increases are conta’ned for the other grades. 


In ite statement, the union says: "The achievement of such a substantial increase 
is evidence of che wisdom of in-plant negotiations between unions and the company 
and the union wishes to acknowledge Kellogg's acceptance of the need for in-plant 
negotiations. 


It adds that "the new wage levels are a testimony to both parties’ acceptance of 
a realistic negotiating fremework". 


Negotiations for an agreement are already under way and are expected to be conclu- 
ded early next year.

According to East London mayor Mr Donald Card, the scheme envisaged the creation 
of an “international sone" encompassing the city's harbour and ite immediate hin- 
terland. 


The zone would fall under a controlling body comprising South African, Ciskeian and 
Transkeian representatives. 


Harbour revenue would be shared between the territories, and entrepreneurs of all 
reces would be free to set up shop in the area. 


However, residential segregation would remain and the “nuts and bolts" of the 
echeme--including the integration of facilities--were still under consideration, 
Mr Card said. 


Mr Card said the creation of an “international sone" in white East London might 
be the firet step in « larger plan designed to meet the massive unemployment in 
the Ciekei, southern Transkei and Border areas. 


Unemployment in this region has been conservatively estimated at 25 percent, and 
the problem has not responded to Government decentralisation policies. 
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With Government approval, "international" growth points would also be established 


at Dimbaze in Ciskei, Butterworth in Transkei and eleewhere in the region, he 
eaid. 


Prerequisites for the success of the scheme were increased labour mobility through- 
out the region and generous State incentives to outside investors, Mr Card said.

And after the first church-State meeting in August, he 
recommended the SACC should not accept Mr Botha's invitation to church leaders to 
visit the Operational Area. This invitation has been interpreted as a precondi- 
tion for the second round of talks scheduled for the end of the year or early next 
year. De Buti was not available for comment yesterday. The new president will be 
elected at the SACC's conference next year. The Rev Peter Storey, senior vice- 
president, is tipped as De Buti's likely successor.

[New Year's weesage to the nation by Prime Minister Robert Mugabe on 31 December 
1960— recorded) 


[Text] Comrades in the national etruggle, ladies and gentlemen, happy new year. 
Ae the year 1980 drawe to a close I thought we should together scan the period 

of 258 days we have just covered as a sovereign and independent people so we can 
assess what our independence has been worth and how it has enabled us to evolve 
as @ nation. At the same time | would aleo want us to focus on our perspectives 
ae 4 nation for 1981. 


We began 1980, as you will remember, as disparate and antagonistic political and 
ailitery forces with torn allegiances. For years we had differed bitterly on 
the national question of political freedom, political power and national inde- 
pendence. For years, therefore, we had as allied forces on one side and axis 
forces on the other fought ⸗«4 bitter armed struggle to resolve this fundamental 
question. Finally, we all agreed in September last year to attend the Lancaster 
House conference, which became both a peace and constitutional conference for us. 
The ensuing agreement was as much a treaty of peace ending hostilities as it was 
@ constitutional instrument for ushering our long awaited national independence 
in the context of a new political order. it was a triumph for all those revolu- 
tionary forces which had fought and died for a new political, legal and socio- 
economic order. The new peace and the grant of independence became twin companions 
in a constitutional deal which established that new order and in that twin rele 
tionship freedom and political independence became the quid pro quo for the peace 
which the revolutionary forces were now prepared to give to the nation as they 
offered to lay down their arm. 





The popular cause had undoubtedly now won the day. The people had triumphed, and 
eo 1980 became known to us as the year of the people's power. And truly the 
people in February soon exercised for the first time in our political history 
their democratic and constitutional right to vote for a government of their own 
choice. The result of that election was the happy verdict of victory awarded to 
my party, ZANU Patriotic Front, and the subsequent establishment by that party of 
@ government of democratic forces committed, firstly, to the sustenance and 
defense of our newly won independence and, secondly, to the creation of the new 
nation on the principle of our single Zimbabwean nationality and a new allegiance 
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transcending the existing racial, regional, ethnic and religious affinities. 

Our independence had bestowed on all of wa the homogeneity of a nation, a single 
nationality that claimed precedence over the heterogeneity of our racial, 
regional, tribal and religious groups. As Zimbabweans our new nation now 
demanded of we either as individuals or as groupe or communities a eingle 
loyalty that te a proper and loyxical manifestation of our national unity and 
epirit of reconciliation. 


Ae a nation now jealously guarding ite hard won independence the reality of peace 
as the rockbed on which that independence stood to be embellished would hence- 
forth remain the reality of a historical and dialectical process, of a bitter 
atruggle between the settler colonizers and the colonized sons of the soil, a 
etruggle between the landed gentry and the landless peasantry, between the capi- 
taliat exploiters and the exploited working clase, a4 struggle between the 
minority and the majority, between oligarchy and democracy and between racialism 
and non-racialism-it can all be summed up as a fight for justice against injus- 
tice. Our present peace is accordingly the final stage of the national struggle 
for freedom and independence in that it marks the culmination of a protracted 
bitter struggle between vying forces, a struggle in which the popular democratic 
forces which stood for political progress and social justice were pitted against 
the unpopular and undemocratic forces standing for political conservatism and 
social unequity. Sut since our peace is not a static but an ever evolving and 
ever unfolding reality, it aleo marks a new stage in the new struggle for the 
consolidation and furtherance of our national independence through the attain- 
ment of economic independence. Thus our political independence, itself a former 
objective of our revolutionary armed struggle, now transforms itself upon attain- 
ment into a political instrument as it becomes the new political means of achiev- 
ing our ultimate socioeconomic goals. We employed armed struggle to achieve our 
political independence. Now we gust employ that political independence to achieve 
our economic freedon. 


I would summarize the phases in the span of our immediate national struggle as 
follows: One, national armed struggle, two, national independence, three, national 
economic independence, four, national socialism. Once the people had elected ay 
government into power that government set about to define its priorities in 
respect of the political, military and economic objectives of our state activity. 
ln the political sphere our revolutionary commitment to and quest for the unity 
of all democratic forces in the country impelled us to adopt a more comprehensive 
and 4 more generous view of government embracing all those forces. This is the 
government I have had the pleasure of leading and working with over the last 8 
and a half months. The priorities of that government in turn became the basis 

of our socioeconomic program for the first year of our independence. Although 
thie first year ends in April next year it is nevertheless iaportant that I 
recount for you, as our chronological year ends, some of the several successes 
we have scored, not hiding from you, of course, those few failures that have 
tended to mar our endeavours. 


In the military sector the progress from a vicious war through the process of 
ceasefire to peace has indeed been remarkable. There is now total peace reigning 
over our country where only 13 months ago war was raging with increasing fury. 
Christmas this year has been far more peaceful and enjoyable than Christmas in 
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1979. Our forces ZANLA (Zimbabwe African National Liberation Army], ZIPRA 
[Zimbabwe People's Liberation Army] and the former Rhodesian forces must be 
complimented for the high sense of discipline which they have displayed, espe- 
cially when it is realized that many ZANLA and ZIPRA comrades have continued to 
live under extremely trying and frustrating conditions in assembly points or 
operation (seed) camps. It was regrettable that the inadequacy of our military 
infrastructure and training personnel] caused a slower integration rate than that 
originally envisaged. Ic ia against the background of this inadequacy that I wish 
to express my government's gratitude to the Sritieh Government for generously 
coming to our aid with a team of moet able inatructors and to the British instruc- 
tore themselves | wish to say thank you for the role you have magnificently played 
in helping use to form a single army. We are now, despite persistent problem, 
poised for an accelerated integration program intended to absorb the rest of our 
cadres still in aseemly points or in urban cantonments and operation (?seed) 
places. 





[It must, however, be admitted with deep sorrow and regret that some lawless and 
undisciplined elements amongst the cadres have complet: ly abused their membership 
of the armed forces and committed senseless acts of murder, robbery, kidnapping, 
rape, aseault and public harasement, the saddest and most criminal of them all was 
the unpardonable bloody conflict at Entumbane in which 60 innocent people were 
callously murdered and 500 injured. This was an abhorrence Zimbabwe cannot 

afford to repeat for it was a total negation of our hard won peace. Unity in the 
militery as well as in the political sphere of our relations must foreven remain 
our watchword. Personal and group antagonism: must yield to the demands of peace, 
national unity and understanding. The trend of lawlessness which manifested 
itself before and after independence has, I am happy to say, been greatly 
arrested. The police force should be complimented for their success in maintain- 
ing lew and order under mest difficult circumstances. What has always given rise 
to concern is the relationship between the police and the public. 1 am glad that 
this relationship continues to improve. If we are co rid ourselves of cutthroats 
and other murderers, kidnappers, rapists, robbers, thieves and other criminals, 
ell of whom are the scourge of our society, then it is vital that the police are 
fully supported by us while they in turn seek maximum cooperation from the public. 


In the socioeconomic sphere it became my government's policy to lay emphasis on 
the rehabilitation and resettlement of the people who had suffered displacement 
during the war. Our refugees from Mozambique, Zambia and Jotswana returned home 
and many of them were resettled and rehabilitated through the agency of the 
UNHCR, to which organization my government feels greatiy indebted. The task of 
allocating land to land-hungry peasants has only ‘cen pertialiy fulfilled. 

Whilst land is abundantly available no funds are rea..ly « atilable for purchasing 
it. We have brought this predicament to the notice of Britain as a warning that 
we cannot as 4 people's sovereign government accept our lack of funds as a perma- 
nent impediment to our right to acquire land for the masses of our people who 
desperately need it for their settlement and livelihood. it is gratifying that 
those of our people who did not receive land this year have shown great under- 
standing of the government's position and have agreed to wait their turn for 
consideration next year. 
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In respect of commercial agriculture, mining, commerce and industry government 
has given every possible incentive and encouragement. Every one of us must feel 
jubilant that the economy is showing an upward growth rate. 


In the sector of social services government has proceeded with revolutionary 
vigor to make primary education and health care for the lower income groups free. 
The main objective is to make these services cater for as many people as possible. 
Government has been working energetically to develop the water resources of the 
country so water can become more readily available for use in rural homes. 
Intensive work is envisaged for 19861 which will encompass irrigation projects as 
well. The envisaged educational program is designed to absorb every child 
completing his primary education this year into secondary school next year. 
Becaune of the shortage of secondary school teachers a recruitment drive for 

this category of teacher is being carried out by the Ministry of Education over- 
seas and elsewhere in Africa. The Ministry of Local Government and Housing has 
been implementing our policy of giving power at the local level to the people for 
the first time in our history. We now have African mayors in our cities and 
towns. 


In the public service generally 5 | at has been engaged in an exercise of 
restructuring the various ministri .cth a view to bringing about the advance- 
ment of Africans as required by the presidential directive made under Section 75 
subsection two of the constitution. Although the policy of African advancement 
has caused some concern to white civil servants | am glad that it has generally 
been accepted by them. I wish to aseure all those who are apprehensive about it 
that the policy will continue to be applied with maximum fairness. To date about 
eight Africans have either been appointed or approved for appointment to the post 
of permanent secretary, while others now occupy various other Lop-level positions 
in the ministries as deputy secretaries, under secretaries, assistant secretaries, 
directors, executive officers and so forth. More will certainly be appointed in 
the coming year. 


The conditions of service in both the private and public sectors show a most 
unsatisfactory wage gap between the lower and higher income groups. Althoug 
government has adopted a temporary measure in fixing a minimum wage scale for 
each sub-sector of the private sector, government entertains the belief that a 
minimum wage scale must be above the poverty datum line. Accordingly, government 
has appointed a commission on wages and incomes and charged it with the task of 
carrying out a thorough investigation into the wage problem and submitting 
recommendations. The commission is expected to report to government within the 
next 3 or 4 months. Government hopes thereafter to work our realistic wage ° 
scales for both the private and public sectors. 


Overall, government has been working on its economic policy for quite some time 
now and an official statement will be published this coming January which will 
encompass government's views on foreign investment and the role of private 
enterprise. The path of our socioeconomic policy is decidedly socialist. What 
remains to be worked out is the mode of application of socialism and not its 
reality. Our economic plans and programs must thus become increasingly people- 
oriented in the sense of their collective character achieved through the collec- 
tive ownership of the means of production. 
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Our emergence as a nation has given us 4 new international etatue which has 
qualified ue for membership of the OAU, the Commonwealth, the nonaligned move~ 
ment and the United Nations and ite various agencies. My government has thus 
brought Zimbabwe into the variow political, economic, financial and social 
forum where it occupies ite place with great honor and Cremendous respect. 

No longer is our world just the laager of Rhodesia and South Africa, but the 
entire globe and its five continents, offering us vast opportunities of entering 
into agreements relating to diplomatic, economic, scientific, technical and 
cultural areas. On a bilateral basie Zimbabwe has signed cooperation agreements 
with several African countries as well as with Eastern and Western countries, 
Our policy of nonalignment enables us to be friendly on « bilateral and mutual 
basie with Eastern as well as with Western countries without jeopardizing our 
sovereign will and freedom. To date we have opened missions in some nine [as 
heard) countries, namely Mozambique, Tanzania, Britain, the United States, 
Sweden, Belgium and West Germany. ‘Several other missions will no doubt be opened 
in 1981 in socialist and nonsocialist countries. 


In our own region we have pursued a policy of goodneighborliness which has been 
reciprocated by al! our neighbors except South Africa, whose aggressive intentions 
continue to manifest themselves a she goes on recruiting our wen, adding them to 
the over 5,000 whom she continues to harbor and prepare for aggression. We demand 
that these men be returned co us forthwith and that South Africa cease her aggres- 
sive and delinquent behavior in our region. 


Thies brief account certainly shows that our performance as a government in 1980 
and as a nation has been remarkable and yet we cannot afford to sit on our laurels 
Or sooner our glorious performances must surely fade into oblivion unless they 
are made to interact with our present and future performances. Our perspectives 
for 1961 are therefore now more important than the accomplishments of 1980. 

What then, you may ask, is the direction of our policies in 1981? 





Tt have already stated that we shall within the next month or so enunciate in clear 
terms an elaborate statement of our economic policy. On the basis of the parame- 
ters set out in that policy we hope to formulate during the first 6 months of the 
new year a global development plan encompassing ai! sectors, which should be ready 
before the new financial year begins in July. The policies and programs begun in 
1980 must gain effective momentum in 1981, thus creating for us more benefits and 
firmly consolidating the people's power. This consolidation will manifest iteelf 
in the following sectors: 


A. In the security and defense sector, the vui.iisg and strengthening of defense 
forces and the forces of law and order will proceed ~»:« vigorously than in 1980. 
Plans for strengthening our defense forces against possible external aggression 
and internal attacks ar: well under way. 


B. In the economic sector, the continued sustenance of the existing economic 
infrastructure and the attraction of foreign and national investment have already 
been granted. [as heard) Judicious participation of the state in industrial, 
commercial, primary and infrastructural projects will be enhanced. There will 
naturelly be further development and organization of the worker so that his 
proper and historical role in both primary and secondary industry and commerce 
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ie permanently established. The organization and coordination of professionals 
or intellectual groupe with a view to making maximum use of their abilities and 
experiences will also be undertaken. 


C. In the land sector government ie working on plans to acquire and allocate 
much more land to the peasantry next year. Accordingly, programe for the 
development, (word indistinct) and organization of the peasantry and for the 
establishment of cooperative farm are being evolved. 


D. In the public sector African advancement will continue as a matter of policy 
in the public service, the army, the police force and prison service. A truly 
nonracial public eervice or army, police force and prison service is our goal. 


E. In the ephere of foreign relations, in the “E" sector, [as heard] our 
foreign relations will be strengthened by the creation of more diplomatic 
missions abroad and the realization of cooperation and trade agreements. My 
government will continue to give full political and diplomatic support to the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. Accordingly, the PLO will in due course be 
permitted to open a mission in Salisbury. Our policy on Western Sahara, as 
enunciated by me at the last OAU summit in Sierra Leone, remains the same. 
Indeed, my government is now prepared to accord diplomatic status to the 
Saharawi Republic in conformity with the recognition we have given it as a 
sovereign state. Our support for SWAPO as the only authentic representative 
of the people of Namibi» continues. We look forward to the forthcoming Geneva 
talks between SWAPO and South Africa producing effective modalities for the 
implementation of Resolution 435 of the Security Council, passed in 1978, on 
Namibia, so that Namibia becomes independent. Nothing lese would satisfy us. 
We also stand firmly behind che liberation movements of South Africa, PAC [Pan- 
Africanist Congress) and the ANC, in their revolutionary endeavor to bring 
democracy to South Africa. 


F. In the political, party-political sector we should constantly bear in mind 
that the national struggle we waged could never have succeeded without the unity 
of the people behind it. The spirit of oneness in government gust manifest 
iteelf not only in the vertical dimension of the ruling party but also in its 
horizontal dimension as we join hands with any party or group whose members 
profess loyalty to the state and the elected government. The unshakable bond 
of our indivisible independence and Zimbabwean nationality must surely instil’ 
into us a deep political consciousness that constantly prompts our sense of 
unity. Where is the political and ideological consciousness of ZANU and ZAPU? 
Let [words indistinct) it every day, every hour and every minute so we can unite 
our people on the name of independence to work zealously for unity rather than 
disunity, for loyalty rather than disloyalty, for love rather than hate, for the 
mation rather than race or tribe and for peace rather than war. 


The power we have is your power, the people's power, and will always be used in 
your interests. In order for us to consolidate this people's power achieved in 
1980 we must, each and every one of us, give maximum support to the programs of 
government that either begin or continue in 1981. Whether you are a comrade 
freedom fighter, soldier, worker, peasant, student, professional farmer or 
businessman your personal performance in the fulfillment of your social role is 
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vital. Accordingly I wish to set the following tasks for fulfillment by use all 
in 1981 in consolidation of our hard won independence: 


1. Let us firet and foremost be law-abiding and earnestly work for peace so we 
can increase our people's happiness and derive joy and not sorrow from our 


independence. 


2. Let us eink our personal, tribal, regional, racial, religious or political 
differences and work daily as Zimbabweans for the unity of our people, remember- 
ing the oneness of our people and nation. 


3. Let us as workers unite in our productive role, work harder and observe 
etrict discipline and self-control so that we become an efficient and dependable 
national productive force. 


4. Let us as peasant and (word indistinct] farmer make the most efficient use 
of our land resources as we combine and cooperate with others in improving our 
productive methods and developing our sense of self-reliance. 


5. Let us as the national armed and police forces put our people and nation 
first and be guided by our national consciousness, remembering now as we did 
yesterday that we are always servants of the masses and not their masters.

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MUGABE INTERVIEWED ON INVESTMENTS, LAND, WAGES

{Text} A major statement outlining the government's policy and guidelines on 
investment and private enterprise will be issued early next year. The prime 
minister, Comrade Mugabe, told the HERALD in an exclusive interview that the 
statement will enunciate the government's economic policy, which will also 
relate to investors. On the basis of this policy the government will proceed to 
formulate its first development program. Comrade Mugabe said he is not happy 
with the present situation where the majority are not in control of investment. 
He said the government wants to see investment directed in the areas which are 
beneficial to the country. The prime minister said multinational companies are 
operating in Zimbabwe without restraint. He said they have been asked to 
reinvest as much as they can in the country and develop their workers but not 
all are doing this. 


The prime minister declared: Our view as a government is that we should proceed 
to lay down the parameters on which private enterprise should stand. We will not 
be unfair but we have the general interests of the people to protect. Comrade 
Mugabe made particular mention of the land which he said is still in the hands 
of a few whites. That cannot be allowed, he said. He however stressed that it 
is not the government's intention to exclude the whites from owning land but that 
most land must be in the hands of the majority of the people. The prime minister 
also spoke of the improvement of the conditions of service of the country's 
workers. He said after the commission of inquiry has presented its report early 
next year employers should be in a position to pay employees better wages than at 
present.

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MINERAL PRODUCTION--Zimbabwe has had a record year for mineral production. The 
figures for the first 10 months of this year already show that the value of 
mineral production, totalling nearly $350 million, exceeds that of any completed 
previous year. Figures just released by the Central Statistical Office show 
that for the period January-October this year the value of mineral production 
increased by no less than $100 million compared with the same period last year. 
Substantial increases are recorded by the gold, nickel, chrome, silver, cobalt 
and iron-ore mining industries. The value of gold production in the first 10 
months this year totalled more than $23.5 million, an increase of about 

$3 million over the previous year. Incidentally, the total value of minerals 
produced in 1965 was about $64 million.
